East Side Winter 
Guard 


East Side is one of only two east coast winterguards 
that come from inner-city schools. While most high 
school winterguards receive financial support form 
their school systems, East Side has been almost totally 
self-supporting from the start. Winterguard practice 
starts as soon as school begins in the fall, and con- 
tinues through the end of May. During that time the 
guard practices at least 4 days a week, and 2 hours a 
day. Members are also encouraged to participate in all 
aspects of school life. Each year several members are 
elected as class or student council officers, and there 
is always at least 1 editor on the school newspaper 
from the guard.
